The need for revenue to finanea the 
World war was responsible for more 
emphasis on the corporation tax. In 
3016 the tax was rilsed to 2 per cent, 
and. in 2917 an additional 4 per cent 
was added, making the total 6 per | 
cent, In 1919 the rate was incrensed 
to 12 per cent. In 1021 the tax was 
placed at 124% per cert of the net foe 
come, while at present ft ts 181% per 
cent, An exemption of $2,000 Ig al- 
lowed from the taxable ticame unless 
the total net Income reaches $29,000; 
when no exemption Is allowed. 

The law recognizes the fact that the 
tax on Income of a corporation will be 
reflected in lower dividends,  Inadivid- 
uals are not required to pay the nor- 
mal Income tax rates on recelpta com- 
posed of ‘corporste dividends.
